DEBTS LISTED 
AT $763,109, 


Three of Coffee counties 
heighbors chalked up greater 
debts for the year ended Sept- 
ember $0, 1958 than Coffee 
county. Out of the State’s 67 
counties, 24 exceeded the Cof- 
tee county debt, Last year, on- 
ly two neighboring counties 
owed more and only 22 coun- 
ties in the state were more 
heavily in debt. 


The figures for the statement 
are contained in the consoli- 
dated statement of county in- 
debiedness, revenues, and ex- 
penditures for the year ended 
September 30, 1958, recently re- 
leased by the State Department 
of Examiners of Public Ac- 
counts, 

Coffée county has an indebt- 
edness of $763,109.01, an in- 
crease of $36,610.45 over the 
fame date one year previous. 
Adjoining counties having a 
larger debt are; Dale, $805,471.- 
83, a reduction of almost $83,- 
000 in one year; Geneva, $1,- 
147,000, a whopping increase of 
well over $100,000 in one year; 
and Pike, a $101,000 increase, 

Debts of other nearby coun- 
ties include Covington, : $161,- 
664.73; Crenshaw, $9,807.84; 
Houston $408,918.53. The last 
three counties showed an in- 
debtedness less than Coffee, 
but the Covington county fi- 
fures were up over $92,000 from 
last year, 

Coffee county’s debt consists 
of warrants and claims, $731,- 
000, and other indebtedness of 
$32,009.01. The first item is in- 
terest bearing. There is no 
bonded indebtedness. 

Crenshaw county is the only 
neighboring county with no 
bonded indebtedness and no 
warrants and claims outstand- 
ing. 

While three neighboring 
counties had debts exceeding 
that of Coffee county, onty two 
counties had revenues less than 
Coffee county. 

Coffee county had a revenue 
of $584,457.15, an increase of 
$757, over the previous year. 
Crenshaw, $515,273.32: and 
Geneva, $534,651.93, had less 
revenue than Coffee. Other 
counties had revenues as fol- 
] : Covington, $665,906.15; 
t , $664,304.47; Houston, $1,- 
047,941.01; and Pike, $589,900.-

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438. Hach county showed an in- 
‘rease in revenue over the pre- 
cus year, 

Two of the seven counties 
under study show a decrease 
in total expenditures for the 
year ending Sept. 30, 1958. They 
are Coffee, and Dale counties, 

Coifee county showed the 
greatest decrease in expendi- 
ture—a bie $122,435.70 less than 
the previous year. Dale county 
had an expenditure of almost 
$30,000 less than the year be- 
‘fore. The other counties in- 
creased their expenditure from 

$4,000 to $227,000 during’ the 
year, 

Only four counties in the en- 
tire state showed no indebted- 
ness,—bonded, warrants and 
claims, temporary loans, or 
other. They are Bibb, Henry, 
Randolph, and Shelby counties.

The business boom will flow 
from population growth, plus 
rising productivity which wil) 
increase the output per man- 
hour, plus higher incomes, plus 
the pull of people who want 
more and better things for 
themselves, plus the nimble 
shifting of business patterns, 
Kiplinger says. 


Companies will expand, de-~. 


spite painful and expensive 
growth. They must add capaci- 
ty, products, diversity and new 
Outlets as a hedge against the 
rapid changes that would drive 
them down and possibly out. 
Changes In Stores 

More chains, larger stores 
and many stores taking on ad- 
ditional lines is the reyolution- 
ary picture for merchandising 
in the 60’s. The food stre will 
become a general store, with 
other things than groceries. 
The end of the trend is not yet 
for the super-super market. 
Pre-packaged and frozen foods, 
requiring more complex equip- 
ment, fancier fixtures will all 
bring on new kinds of ware- 
housing needs. 

Also there’s automation— 
this tide is rising fast. It means 
more mechanical equipment 
and system to replace muscle 
power. It’s a must for domes- 
tic business, and it’s a must for 
our foreign trade. Automation 
downerades muscle, but it up- 
grades brains. increasinely, 
college graduates will be lapped 
up and trained for top execu- 
tive posts, technical and en- 
gineering jobs. And, surpris- 
ingly, the lower-echelon jobs 
such as foreman and supervis- 
or will be filled by college 
grads. 

As business gets to be in bie- 
ger units, it will need more 
trained brains. As it gets more 
far flung, more responsibility 
will rest on the individual. Bus- 
iness processes themselves are 
being upgraded and the men 
who run them. Automation 
adds to the need for the train- 
ed and the educated in key 
spots. 

Wages and salaries are bound 
to rise, following the patterns 
now. Despite higher prices of 
everything—probably 20  per- 
cent higher by the late 60’s— 
most people will be able to af- 
ford more things. 

This means a continuation of 
inflation at about the same 
rate as in the past decade. Say- 
ings, pensions, ete., will shrink 
in terms of what they will buy. 

Unions will be affected by 
the growth of white collar 
workers, specialists or experts 
in various fields. Unions will 
find it harder to unionize ef- 
fectively. Union leaders are al- 
ready foreseeing the trend. 

More women will join the 
ranks of workers in the 60's. 
They've got to work, for the 
growing economy requires that 
they do work. 

Now 60 per cent of women 
working outside the home are 
married and run households, 
The proportion will rise, espec- 
jally women in the 45 to 54 age 
group who have raised their 
children. 45 per cent of the wo- 
men of middle age will be 
working by the late 60's.

SECURITY ACT 
CHANGES GIVE 
NEW BENEFITS 
According to Harry N. Scott, 
district manager of the Dothan 
Social security office, the 1958 
changes to the social security 
law may now make some neo- 
ple not proviously entitled, elt- 
gible for parents benefits, 


Parents who were dependent 
on a deceased son or daughter 
may now qualify for benefits, 
even though the deceased was 
survived by a widow, widower, 
or children. Before this change, 
if a deceased individual was 
Survived by a spouse or child, 
the dependent parents could 
not qualify, 


In order for a dependent mo- 
ther, age 62 or over, or a de- 
pendént father age 65 or over, 
to qualify for benefits, they 
must prove that they were de- 
pendent. This proof must be 
filed with the social security 
office before August 1960, or 
within two years after the date 
of the son or daughter's death. 


If you were denied dependent 
parents benefits because your 
son or daughter was survived 
by a spouse or child you are 
urged to contact your social 
security office as soon as pos- 
sible. 

The social security office in 
this area is located at 404 
South Oates Street, Dothan. If 
you are unable to come in per- 
Son to the office, you may get 
additional information by 
phoning 35370.
